Report of 
SCHOOL BOARD 


FOR THE 


Year Ending Feb. 15, 1909. 


During the year.just closed schools ot 32 weeks 
each have bren taught in the Villave, Chase and Swett 
districts, with the exception of one term all have been 
very satisfactory; the discipline has been goo.!, and the 
improvement all that could reasonably be ey pected. 

We are glad to see the interest that parents have shown 
the past year by their visiting schools; this materially aid- 
ed the teachers in stimulating the pupils to their best ef- 
forts, and we hope the coming year will see furthur im- 
provement along this line. We want the parents to feel 
tnat in a measure, they are responsible for the progress of 
the pupils. 

The attendance has been very satisfactory, This 
has been helpiul in each of the schools and we want to see 
this important matter even nearer the one hundred per 
cent mark the coming year. 


We would suggest to the parents that when the pua- 
pils are at home, they show the boys and girls some of the 
practical application of the rules which they have learned 
in the schooi room. Many of our children will bave to de- 
pend for their future on what little training they can get 
in“our public schools. Any little task that shows the boys 
or girls the practical side of the rudiments taught by the 
teacher, will abic¢e in their mental development, and make 
them better fitted for their life’s battles which will come 
later on 

One of the hardest problems the school board has 
had to face during the past year is the expense of convey- 
ance. We realize only too well that this item may seem 
large to the tax payers; but the members of the board have 
found no other solution. During the coming year any sug- 
gestion from the citizens which will tend to cut down this 
expense and still do justice to all will be gratefully receiv- 


ed.

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Report of 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


This has been a vear that no contagious or infect- 
ious disease has visited our people and we hope the same 
may keep from among us for many years to come; for 
good health is une of our very best securities. 

To our board several complaints have been made, 
and each acted upon. 

In the Summer accmplaint was made that the wat- 
er of the small brook and Mill Pond was being polluted; 
and a petition was made to the State Board of Health, ask 
ing that the same be discontinued; that board immediately 
rut in inspector to Inspect the conditions, and later on 
an orddr Was made as follows: — 

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE, 

Wuakeas, A legal petition having been presented to 
the State board of Health, asking for the estab! shment of 
regulations to protect the purity of the water of Swasey 
Pond, iu the town of Freedom, from which ice 1s taken 
for domestic use; and the matter having been carefully con 
sidered with respect to present and possible future consid- 
erations, the following regulations are promulgated under 
authority given the said State Board of Health in Chapter 
57, Laws of 1899. 


KRHEGULATIONS OF THE STATE BOARD OF 


PROTECTION OF THE PURI- 
TY OF THE WATER 


Or SWASEY POND 


In the’ Town of Freedom. 
1. No sewage of any kind, sink-water, or water that 


that has been used in washing or cleaning either materials 
persons or food, shall be allowed to run into Swasey Pond, 
in the town of Freedom, or into any stream tributary there 
to. 

All excavations made for cesspools for sewage, shall 
ve so located or constructed that their contents will not in 
any manner pollute the said pond or its tributaries. 

2. No privy, pig-pen, cesspool or place of deposit up 
on the surfage of the ground for sewage, sink-water, or wa- 
ter used for cleaning person or material shall be allowed 
to exist where it may be reached by high water in the event 
that the said pond or its tributaries overflow their usual 
channels, or where rain or m>Iting snow would be likety 
to wash said material into said pond or its tributaries. 

3. No dead animal, or parts thereof, or any article 
perishable or decavable, and no sewage, or garbage shail 
be deposited so near said pond or its tributaries as to en- 
danger the purity of the water. 


4. None of these things, materials or conditions men- 
tioned in the foregoing regulations, or anything else that 
might endanger the purity of the said water or ice supply, 
shall he permitted to exist in such locality or manner as, 
iu the opinion of the board of health, would be lable to 
contaminate the water or ice of the said pond or its tribu- 
taries. 

5. Itshall be the duty of the board of health te en- 
force these regulatious, which siall take effect and be in 
force on and after July 1, 1909.
